‘Balkan Allies of the cause of the oppressed Macedonians, and who complace 
gave the equitable judgment decreeing the fruits of their victories to the 
victors, now remain silent over this humanitarian aspect of the question ? 
How is it that the lions who roared so sonorously then are now as meek as any 
sucking dove ? i!

With this feeling every self-respecting man, certainly every one who wishes 
well to Turkey, will sympathise. The present idea of the Allies and, indeed, 
of the great Powers as well, seems to be that Turkey should practically cease 
to be a European Power and should have her Empire only or principally in 
‘Asia. For the Turkish delegates to acquiesce in this idea would, indeed, be to 
commit national suicide. That the Allies would put forward absurd and 
humiliating peogonse was fully anticipated. The anticipation has been more 
than realised. Evidently what the Allies want is not merely to retain all they 
have conquered, but also to deprive Turkey of territory which she has not lost 
in war. For Turkey to accept these terms may, indeed, bring peace, bat. it 
will be peace with dishonour, besides being materially injurious to her best 
interests. The Turkish Press is perfectly justified in thinking that Turkey 
has nothing to gain, everything to lose, by concluding peace on terms so 
outrageous. | |

There is no arrangement of screen or pardanashin ladies in it, and the steamer 
being a small one, men and women are huddled together like so many beasts. 
A good number of passengers travel every day by this steamer, and many’ of 
them ' have to remain standing all the way. There is a small cabin ‘in the 
upper deck, but it is not big enough to hold all the higher class passengers 
on travel by this steamer‘every day. This is an important service, connecting, 
as it does, the Assam and Dacca Kailways, and ought not to be neglected by the 
authorities in the way it is being done at present. This service is also a very 
profitable one, and that is alli'the more reason why the authorities should pay 
greater attention to the convenience’of the public. ‘Two grievances demand 
immediate redress. The present steamer shculd be replaced by a larger one
